FNGINEER C.R. D. Jones of Dunsmuir is a puzzled man 
4 and writes to tell us about it. He points out that although 
railroaders, probably more than any others, realize the impor- 
tance of equipment being in 
first class condition, that al- 
though they Javish time and 
care in the inspection and re- 
pair of their engines and 
tools, many seem to regard 2 
physical check-up of them- 
selves as supremely unim- 
portant. This doesn't make 
sense to Engineer Jones, nor 
to anyone else that we 
know of, 

C, R. D. has first hand 
knowledge of the advantage 
of such a check-up. He has 
been a member of a railroad 
Hospital Association for 
fifty-two years — fourteen 
years with AT&SF, thirty-eight years with SP—was in the 
General Hospital for an operation in 1925 and again in 1939 
for a physical examination—at his owa request. What irritates 
Jones more than anything else is the fact that he was warned by 
several fellow employes ("‘seemingly of good sense otherwise”) 
that he was unwise in asking to enter the hospital. He soon had 
a perfect answer.to all their objections, for he came to San 
Francisco December 19, 1939, and was out of the hospital 
Dec. 23, pronounced in good physical condition. “Which made 
life seem so much brighter," he says, “that J returned to work, 
a new man.” 

“Kaowing your true physical condition is one of the most 
impostant duties in life,” contiaues Jones, “and we railroaders 
who are all in a position to visit the General Hospital or the 
Better Health Car at little trouble and no expense make a great 
mistake if we do not take advantage of these facilities,” 

To the sentiments of Engineer Jones we say, “Amen.”

Unofficial Railroader Passes

AILROADER Newt Saxon is dead, He was an unofficial 

sort of railroader at best—an unofficial sort of everything, 

in fact—and the ink had faded on his last railroad timecard 
Jong years before his passing. 

Newt was a fixture around the Eugene station until a few 
years ago. In the summer he spent his waking hours on the 
platform. In the winter he sat indoors waiting for the hustle 
and bustle of an incoming train to send the blood rushing 
through his bony little body; or for a kindly word-from a rail- 
roader to bring a delighted grin to his wizened face. For Newt's 
one great hunger was not for food, but for companionship, the 
railroad companionship that he found in that station at Eugene. 

Superintendent E, L’ King knew Newt Saxon, and undet- 
stood his want. The superintendent made him “taxi inspector,” 
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charging him with the duty of seeing that the taxis kept their 
front wheels off the station platform. This duty Newt dis- 
charged long and faithfully. Many other railroaders knew Newt 
Saxon, and they, too, understood his want. They knew that he 
was too proud to “mooch” but would accept an occasional 
“Joan” from a railroad friend. But above all, railroaders knew 
that kind words, more than bread, were Newt's food, and they 
were lavish in their use of them. 

‘What railroaders did not know was what happened to Newt 
Saxon when he disappeared eight years ago. They didn’t know 
that elderly Newt had become an invalid and was too proud to 
tell his friends. Eight years he kept to his bed, until retired 
Baggage Agent Mike Gross discovered his whereabouts and 
called on him shortly before the end, 

‘When Mike sent in the notice of his death, he summed up 
the feelings of Newt's raifroad friends in a manner that would 
have pleased Newt far more than any obituary. Said Mike 
Gross: “Our old friend Newt departed this morning aboard a 
train that carries only one-way passengers. I should like to think 
Gf in line with the Great Schemer of all) that Newt will be so 
located that he will hear to his heart's content the loud whistles 
of many engines.” 


Every cloud may have a silver lining, as the saying 
goes, but to SP’s forces who for long hours have battled 
high water, sliding earth, and fallen trees to keep the 
railroad’s tracks clear, there's been nothing but grief 
and tough work from those clouds that spilled torrential 
vains over most of California in recent days. The main- 
tenance of way, engineering, operating and traffic forces, 
particularly on the Coast Line of Los Angeles and. Coast 
divisions, are to be congratulated in having successfully 
met another emergency in the manner that is the heritage 
of our railroaders.

Agent W. S. McBride, of Algoma, 
Oregon, wielding gavel number one, in 
Klamath Falls, said “Gentlemen, we've 
got a job in front of us, let’s get to work.” 
In Fresno, Storeman T. B. Kunsefman 
banged gavel number two to the keynote: 
“We're out to get more pork chops!” The 
echo of the third gavel sounding through 
a room in Tucson was followed by a 
statement from Locomotive Engincer I.

payrolls for community business firms. 
Ultimate goals for the new business- 
getting activity are: added traffic, in- 
creased revenues, more railroad jobs, 
Briefly stated, the plan is working this 
way: Employes representing various 
branches of railroading in the three cities 
concerned are organizing executive com- 
mittees and choosing officers who meet 
frequently with traffic and operating men 
to formulate and put into effect plans for 
business-getting. Everybody concerned is 
learning a lot. General employes are learn- 
ing the workings of the Traffic Dept., the 
correct methods and the wrong methods 
of soliciting traffic. Along the’ same 
lines, the operating routine is being ex- 
plained to them so that they may kaow 
the behind-the-scenes workings of our 
schedules and our services. On the other 
hand, suggestions are constantly being 
made by general employes that are of high 
value to both traffic and operating men. 


Streamlined Efforts 


From such meetings come what might 
be called train orders for the Business- 
Getting Campaign. By setting down defi- 
nite procedure te be followed, and defi- 
nite practices to avoid, employe efforts 
are concentrated and directed into the 
following most productive channels: 

(1) Let the merchants know you 

work for Southern Pacific. 

(2) Let merchants know that you 

know they're shipping SP—and thank 

them for it.

Bride became chairman at Tucson, where 
he will have the aid of that perennial 
secretary, Head Timekeeper Leroy Ma- 
gers. The Tucson approach to the new 
method is deliberate but thorough. They 
plan a series of committee meetings to 
develop definite steps for general em- 
ploye participation before holding any 
open meetings. Results have already been 
obtained. Fireman J, R. Thayer told of un- 
covering a service complaint in the course 
of a casual conversation, of reporting it, 
having it corrected, and winning back a 
shipper’s business. Dispatcher J. W. 
Soderberg pointed out that most railroad 
jobs are interesting and that just talking 
about the details of your job will in many 
cases stimulate general public interest in 
railroading. Sup't H. R. Hughes voiced 
his gratification over the enthusiastic 
employe committee's reaction to the plan 
and DF&PA E. D. Rockwell pledged full 
cooperation of his office. 

A summary of certain fundamental 
ideas which gained added importance 
through repetition at all three meetings, 
gives a widespread basis for future 
activity along these lines for SP em- 
ployes everywhere: 

(1) Identify yourself as an SP em- 
ploye to the merchants with whom 
you deal, emphasizing that steady em- 
ployment makes possible your pur- 
chases, (Instances were mentioned of 
merchants dealing with customers for 
years without knowing of the railroad 
connection; in some cases they even 
thought that SP men were employed by 
competing forms of transportation.) 
(2) Make the types of service offered 
by SP and its PMT tracking subsidi- 
ary known to local business firms. 
(Frequent examples were given of 
merchants patronizing competing truck 
lines in the belief that such trackers 
were subsidiaries of SP.) 
(3) When you make purchases, thank 
those merchants who are dealing 
with us; let those who are not ship- 
ping via SP know that you know 
they aren’t and express the hope that 
they soon will be dealing with us. 
(4) Undertake the entire campaign 
in a spirit of friendly good will. 
(Some cases were cited where over- 
zealousness on the part of some em- 
bloyes in soliciting business proved a 
boomerang to SP interests.) 
(5) Encourage the ladies of the rail- 
road family to take an active part in 
business - getting. (The fact was 
brought out that the ladies were the 
ones who spend the paychecks and that 
on them rests much of the responsi- 
bility Jor-letting the merchants know 
the source of these checks.)

Trackwalker Rewarded 
For His Alertness 


s¢TNOR meritorious service in line of 

duty,” Antonio Nencini, trackwalk- 
ef, was presented with a gold watch and 
chain by the Southern Pacific Company 
March 3 in appreciation of Nencini’s 
prompt and effective frustration of an at- 
tempt to derail a train on SP's main line 
near Towle, 68 miles east of Sacramento, 
on February 8. 

The watch was presented at the in- 
stance of President A. D, McDonald and 
was accompanied by a personal letter of 
commendation from the president to 
Nencini. The presentation was made by 
Sup't W. L. Hack at a ceremony held at 
his division headquarters in Sacramento. 
President McDonald's letter of commen- 
dation was as follows: 

“It is a genuine pleasure to tell you 
that the officers responsible for the safe 
operation of the railroad know it was 
your vigilance in detecting the unsafe’ 
condition of the track near Towle on the 
morning of February 8 that prevented 
what might have been serious conse- 
quences. Afl of us appreciate the good 
judgment you used after the discovery in 
protecting the line while you were send- 
ing for help and awaiting its arrival. 

“What you did was in the line of your 
duty and I congratulate you on the way 
you met the emergency. 

““As a remembrance of this appreci- 
ation of good railroading, will you please 
accept this watch, which I hope you will 
wear and enjoy for many years.” 

Three men have confessed the crime, 
according to Nat Pieper, agent in charge 
for the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
San Francisco district, and Chief Special 
Agent Daniel O'Connell of the railroad’s 
police department, and are held in jail 
at Sacramento. Following their arrest, 
they were disclosed as the perpetrators of 
a plot to extort $50,000 from Southern 
Pacific under threat of doing great dam- 
age to the Company's property. 

It was the morning of February 8 that 
Nencini, patroling his stretch of track on 
the railroad'’s line over the Sierra, dis- 
covered that the westbound rails had been 
tampered with. Bolts connecting two rails 
had been removed and a number of spikes 
had been pulled from outside one rail. 

Nencini, unable to repair the damage 
unaided, promptly attached torpedoes at 
adequate distance from the disturbed 
track, and set out warning signals to 
halt any train that might be approach- 
ing, and then hurried to the telephone at 
Towle to report to the roadmaster’s office 
at Colfax. He then returned to the scene 
to act as flagman as a further safety pre- 
caution, 

The word of the trackwalker's: dis- 
covety was flashed to Sup’t Hack and rail- 
road police, under the direction.of ‘Chief 
Special. Agent O'Connell, joined “with 
FBI agents in hurrying to the scene.

After preliminary investigation it was 
definitely established as a job of sabotage 
and Southern Pacific on Feb. 12 an- 
nounced that the railroad would pay a 
reward of $5,000 for information lead- 
ing to the arrest and conviction of the 
persons responsible for the crime. The 
three arrests were announced February 
14 at Sacramento. 

The Company also has a reward of 
$10,000 outstanding for information lead- 
ing to the arrest and conviction of those 
responsible for the criminal derailment of 
the City of San Francisco at Harney, 
Nev., in August 1939. 


Operating Results 
Te final results for the year 1940 will 
be shown in the annual report to 
stockholders of Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, which will appear in the next issue 
of the Bulletin. 

For the month of January, 1941, Rail- 
way Operating Revenues of Southern 
Pacific Transportation System amounted 
to $20,400,220, or $2,896,802 more than 
the revenues for the same month of 1940; 
a 17% increase. 

During the same month Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $14,462,443, or 
$849,039 more than the expenses for 
the same month of 1940; 2 6% increase. 

Federal retirement and unemployment 
insurance taxes amounted to $570,221 
and other railway taxes to $963,005; a 
total of $1,533,226. After deducting these 
taxes and $991,415 of net rentals for use 
of equipment and joint facilities, there 
was left Net Railway Operating Income 
of $3,413,136, or $1,967,809 more than 
the net railway operating income for the 
same month of 1940. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on bonds 
and equipment trust notes in the hands 
of the public, and other fixed charges. 
No dividends have been paid since 
January, 1932. The final results for 
January 1941, not available as the Bulle- 
tin goes to press, will be shown in the 
next issue.

Historic $F. Ray Gerry Line 
Ends Colorful Service 


INIS was written to nearly 73 years of continuous steam ferry 

service between San Francisco and Sausalito and of the connecting 
interurban electric train service to Marin county communities when 
the Northwestern Pacific ferry Eureka completed its final scheduled 
tun to Sausalito at midnight February 28. 

Crowded on its Jast regular run with Marin and San Francisco 
residents who staged a noisy farewell celebration, the ferry paused 
appropriately near the brightly illuminated Golden Gate bridge, 
symbol of a faster and more modern form of transportation which has 
spelled the doom of the colorful white steamer fleet. 

The entire week had witnessed an almost continuous series of fate- 


+ well celebrations by groups whose lives and experiences had been 


closely bound up with the Marin interurban train-ferry service as far 
back: as ‘1868, when the little steamer Princess inaugurated the run. 

Oa the Sunday previous, a train: pulled by old NWP locomotives 
Nos,:23 and 109 carried 500 rail-camera fans and local residents over 
the Marin interurban system and the old line to Sonoma, in seven 
wooden.-coaches of ancient vintage. The trip was sponsored by the 
San Francisco -branch of the Railroadians of America. The night of 
Feb. .25 some 500 Sierra Club members staged a special entertainment 
program aboard the steamer Tamalpais, commemorating many years 
of pleasant travel en route to Marin county hikes. And on the fast 
day's 5:15 p.m. commuter trip, old-timers provided music and dis- 
tributed paper crying towels. 

Grand finale was a special farewell tour of the bay Saturday after- 
noon, the day following the discontinuance. Sponsored by Marvelous 
Marin,-Inc., county chamber of commerce, the trip attracted some 
1700 invited guests aboard the Eureka. Under leadership of Senior 
Gaptain Victor Verdellet and Senior Engineer E. A. Creighton, the 
entire fleet personnel donated their time for the occasion, 

With elimination of the interurban train-ferry service, NWP con- 
tinues to serve the Redwood Empire and California’s north coast 
counties with its main line steam freight and passenger trains.

Important Promotions in Reorganization of 


Freight Department at Los Angeles 


A PROINTMENT of G. J. Blech to the 
new position of freight traffic man- 
ager in Southern Pacific's southern dis- 
trict, with headquarters in Los Angeles, 
was announced February 25 by J. T.

freight agents in the. Los Angeles. freight 
traffic department, also that A. G, Parker, 
secretary to Mr. Saunders in San Fran- 
cisco, would become assistant to Freight 
Traffic Manager Blech. The reorganiza- 
tion became effective March 1. 

In announcing the promotions, Mr. 
Saunders said: 

“The continued growth of Los An- 
geles and southern California, particu- 
larly the increased industrial, activities, 
has brought about a need for strengthen- 
ing our freight traffic representation in 
that territory to enable it to meet the re- 
quirements of our patrons.

Yuma Links Two Busy Divisions 


as UMA, the bustling metropolis of a fertile agricultural area, 
center of Indian and historic lore, famed as “The Sunshine 
Capital of the United States,” and matrimonial mecca for many 
Hollywood celebrities, is also important for the. busy railroad 
yard that links SP’s Tucson and Los Angeles Divisions, and 
serves the territory's expanding industrial trackage. Yuma Val- 
ley is now harvesting a record spring lettuce crop with 100 to 
125 cars being loaded daily, which, together with lettuce moving 
from Imperial Valley is making things hum in the yard at Yuma, 
More train and engine crews than ever before have been oper- 
ating into and out of this terminal, as many as 46 engine and 25 
Tucson Div. train crews, 31 engine and 25 LA Diy. traia crews 
to handle the more than 20 trains moving through the yard 
daily. There are now more than 400 SP, PFE, PMT employes 
at Yuma, with a monthly payroll averaging nearly $70,000. 
During peak of the melon season in June the PFE often has 
100 additional men re-icing cars from two decks with capacity 
for 163 refrigerator cars. Many. crops thrive in the Yuma re- 
gion, and new irrigation projects promise an increased acreage.

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SP Sells Two of Its 
Freight Ships 


RPoRTS of the sale of two of South- 
ern Pacific’s freight ships, E/ Valle 
and Ef Dia, were confirmed by President 
A.D. McDonald on Feb, 26, At the same 
time, he announced that no changes in 
present services of the Company between 
New York and Galveston-Houston and 
between Baltimore and Houston-Galves- 
ton are now under consideration or con- 
templated. The announcement follows: 

“Supplementing previous announce. 
ment of transfer of SS Dixie to the U. § 
Navy, Southern Pacific Company now 
announces sale of S$ El Valle and S$ Et 
Dia, two of its freight ships, to Pan- 
Atlantic Steamship Corporation of Mo- 
bile, Ala, 

“Pan-Atlantic has announced that im- 
mediately after taking delivery of these 
ships about March 15 they will be placed 
in that company’s yards at Mobile for 
extensive general reconditioning and re- 
modeling, on completion of which they 
will promptly be placed in service to 
operate directly between New Orleans 
and New York as an addition to the ser- 
vice that the Pan-Atlantic is now afford. 
ing with its other nine ships in coastwise 
trade between Gulf and North Atlantic 
ports. 

“Southern Pacific Company has also 
announced discontinuance of its service 
between New Orleans and New York, the 
last sailings to be E/ Valle fram New Or- 
Jeans about March 1 to New York, E? 
Dia ftom New York about March 7 for 
New Orleans, and Ef Valle from New 
York about March 10 for New Orleans. 
SS Dixie saited from New Orleans on 
February 22 on its final trip before de- 
livery to the Navy. 

“Transfer of SS Dixie to the Navy 
made it impossible for the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. to continue its service be- 
tween New York and New Orleans be- 
cause the Company was left with an in- 
sufficient number of ships to continue 
operating all of its present routes and the 
necessity of utilizing its remaining ships 
in services: fot. which traffic demands ate 
the heaviest. ” 

“No changes in present services of the 
Company between New York and Gal- 
veston-Houston and between Baltimore 
and Houston-Galveston are now under 
consideration or contemplated."
